2. a. The Rchevrtscheako scientific Association v/ns 

founded in 1892 in LK13ZRG, Poland, by a Professor Doctor 
HPH SC ES« SKI J. Tbe society was named after the Ukrainian 

national poet Taras PCH2VT-7CHSKC (1314-1361) , who became the 
spiritual leader of the Ukrainians through his work3, which 
stressed nationalism and independence among Ukrainians. 
HRURCHEWSKIJ founded the society after he had emigrated from 
£157, Russia, where the Ukrainians were not allowed to prac- 
tice their religion at the time. During .^orld "Far IX the 
society ceased ell activities. In the cummer of 1947 Prof* 

Dr. Volodymir KURIL 07/ IT 'rCE re-established the society in 
WJKICK within the franewoiic of the student body of the 
Ukrainian seminar in KUMICH. £rof. Dr, I<UBIJC/»TT 3CH has 

the reputation of being an outstanding scholar and a Ukrainian 
nationalist. His main scientific work, an atlas of the 
Ukraine ana its neighboring countries, is regarded as one of 
the foremost works dealing with geography, ethnology and 
sociology of the countries to which it pertains. 

b. A few months ago tho society entered into con- 
tec t with Lr, VEKDE, who represented British intelligence 
Interests. ar far as is known at the present time, res- 
ponsible officials of the society reached an agreement with 

>’Di whereby the society would cooperate ’with fcZNDI In the 
field of intelligence. It. i3 assumed that the society’s 
main activity involves Soviet intelligence. 

c. Dr. was born in 1904 in Latvia, where he
